Confidence is again restored, and he would indeed be 
a poor breeder and fancier who could mistake the lordly Langshan of 
to-day—all style, life and beauty, for the cross-bred birds of the past, 

There is room in the future, however, for endeavors as great and - 
for success as striking as has been shown in the past. Every year, 
more and more, the wealthy and refined people and those who for 
pleasure or profit breed pure strains of poultry are being attracted to 
the Langshan; and what breed is more deserving, can show a longer 
lineage, a more ancient origin or a purer pedigree? 

It is revealed in the oldest traditions that have come down to us 
from that cradle of the human race, the continent of Asia, thousands 
of years before the old Romans introduced their game cocks into Britain

that the semi-civilized Mongolians of northern China, the home of the 
Langshan, held these domestic fowls in the greatest esteem. 


That their place in the households and affections of this ancient 
race was then recognized is proven by the wrought figures of these 
feathered pets hewn in the everlasting rocks above the “ Chinese 
wall,” where curious travelers may still see them, defying time and the 
elements. 

This reverence of the Chinese for the “Yop” [or sacred bird] as the 
Langshan is there known, has been acknowledged ever since. Pedi- 
greed as he is back to Confucius, deified as he has been through 
Chinese superstition and celestial ceremonies, he shows, from the top 
of his glowing comb to the bottom of his pink-tinted feet, his claims to 
‘Royal Blood.” 

He came to us in his purity, but was used a makeshift to infuse 
fresh life and vigor into decaying strains, to supply fresh blood in 
forming new ones and was refused a name and a place; but thanks to 
the few true breeders who kept the Langshan in its original purity, 
and thanks to the merits of the breed, it has won a place in popular 
favor. Now that we have him pure, let us go on and improve. The 
demand is for better stock. Let every breeder of pure Langshans join 
the Club, let every breeder of doubtful stock follow George Washing- 
ton’s example — USE THE HATCHET, commence anew, and let us 
ail do our utmost towards placing. the stately Langshan where it 
should, and will, be, at the “ head of the list.”

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Langshan admirers generally are, I think, aware | It is, moreover, a breed that comes very true to the 


that the first Langshans ever exhibited in England 
were sent to Major Croad in February 1872 and ex- 
hibited by him at the Crystal] Palace in November 
of that year. At this distance of time we can see 
that the old birds should have been kept at home 
for they were in a most wretched state of moult; no 
doubt their moult had been delayed and intensified 
by the trying sea voyage they had under gone, but 
the young birds could, I think, scarcely have been 
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surpassed for shape, beauty of plumage and spright- 
ly appearance. The fact of their having feathered 
legs must have suggested the idea of a Cochin al- 
liance, but it could only have been to those who got 
a mere cursory glance at them through the wires 
of the show pen, for those who saw them in our yard 
at once pronounced them to be a zovelty. No doubt 
although the Langshan was a new breed to the 
European community, in China it was a very old and 
distinct one, in its native country the Langshan hills. 
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points that distinguish it. In all my long experience 
with the Langshan I have never seen the slightest 
trace of white earlobes, five claws or silky amongst 
my fowls ;—ever since the arrival of the first Lang- 
shans in 1872, I have bred largely and continously— 
besides these two yards that have been ‘‘fed’’ solely 
from mine, have been to a certain extent under my 
own eye, have always come precisely as mine have. 
I will now tell you how I have bred my Langshans. 
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For the first few years I received importations year 
after year from the District. Some of these were tall 
and others short on the leg, their combs, too, were 
very uneven as regarded perfection ; cockerels with 
lop-combs ard side sprigs were not unfrequent, yet 
with all this, I received some very perfect and beau- 
tiful birds, they all told the same tale as to being of 
one race, but I gathered from the importations sent 
me, that the Chinese did not use selection breeding 
as we understand the matter in Europe and Ameri- 
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ca, I therefore sent my own type of Langshan to 
China and desired that only birds of this type should 
be sent me; unfortunately three importations select- 
ed with the greatest care came to grief during the 
voyage, one being washed bodily overboard. I 
therefore fell back on the two yards bred from mine. 
My selection lately has been the taller type, and the 
one described in our original Standard which I 
think portrays a perfect table Langshan, what we 
call an ‘‘all round fowl;’’ it is moreover a very hand- 
some bird. 

I always prophesied that the taller type would be 
the show pen favorite, for when fully matured it is

a very striking and elegant bird. [I have more than 
once suggested that a ‘‘table’’ Langshan class 
should be instituted at our shows for the shorter 
legged type, for it matures earlier and gives a large 
amount of breast meat. 

The combs were at first the source of some trouble 
to me, but by dint of selecting the best a “side sprig”’ 
is almost unknown in my yard. The hens will now 
and then develope a lop comb after a protracted lay, 
this should really be looked upon as a_pardonable 
offence, but as the Standard exacts an erect comb 
I have selected my cocks with as moderate combs 
as possible, and find that these mated with erect 
combed hens, give a fair average of ‘‘Standard’’ 
progeny; but I would not throw over a bird valu 


able in other points, for a little excess either way. It 
is well known, that in all black breeds the cockerels 
are liable to ‘“‘sport’’ colored hackles, I rarely have 
a bird with colored feathers now, for I stamped out 
any that appeared as soon as I knew they were not 
according to rule. In my earlier breeding I had 
some marvelous birds sporting these faulty feathers, 
for when they assumed a yellow tint they looked 
like burnished gold. 

The ‘‘sport’’ of black we all know is white, and 
both cocks and hens occasionally have white feath- 
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ers. I have noticed these mostly in the wing. An 
imported hen I once had contracted white tips to 
her cushion feathers after her first moult, but these 
disappeared, and when she died this winter she had 
not a white feather in any part of her. I have rare- 
ly seen a white body feather in my Langshans es- 
pecially of late years, but this may be the result of 
my having carefully weeded out birds showing any 
signs of them. Our English Standard of Excel- 
lence, drawn up by Mr. Gedney in 1877, gives, I 
think, a very good account of the pure Langshan for 
all time; there were one or two slight errors, that 
have certainly led to mischief, but it must be borne 
in mind that some fanciers were ‘‘ripe’’ for this 


mischief before the Standard was ever thought of— 
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for instance the point that said ‘‘size must be the 
first consideration” led to the crossing with coarser 
breeds for excessive bulk. At some of our great 
shows in times gone by I have seen huge, loose 
feathered birds with thick ugly combs that suggest- 
ed the idea of raw beef boldly taking the lead in the 
Langshan classes. The Langshan Club with a view 
to putting a stop to this sort of thing gave a point 
in the Standard, ‘‘Plumage, tight feathered, and very 
little fluff?’ and for the hen it added ‘‘scarcely any 
cushion.’’ This to my mind was altering the breed 
in another direction. It is not because the Cochin 
exuberance of fluff and cushion that the Langshan 
should be denied it altogether. I think the point 
“carriage and shape’”’ in our original Standard said 
quite enough and I hear that the alteration has 


— 
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already led to the crossing with Game in order to 
attain this tight feathering and “scarcely 
cushion’’; for alas, many exhibitiors think only of 
the present, and how they may win the first prize. 

The Langshan shows itself to be a pure and 
distinct breed by the way in which it stamps itself 
upon a cross; very many instances of this have been 
brought to my notice by private correspondents, but 
I prefer to draw the attention of your club to publish- 
ed facts. Those of your readers who have my his- 
tory of the Langshan fowl] may read of an experience 
made by Mr. Muirhead of Helensburgh (on page 58); 
it will be seen that he was five years in bringing his 
experiment to a successful issue. He had used the 
Langshan and La Fleche as crosses, and in the fifth 
cross all the birds came out with every appearance 
of being pure Langshans. A Mr. Cook has within 


any 


the last three or four years brought out a bird, he 
has called the Orpington. Hetells us he has used 
three breeds in its formation. Now the Langshan has 
so stamped itself on this composite bird that when 
they appear side by side in the show pen they give 
rise to a real ‘‘comedy of errors;’’ on more than one 
occasion a good true Langshan has won over a 
prize Orpington in an Orpington class, under an 
Orpington judge. I should take no notice of these 
facts, indeed I rather commended Mr. Cook in the 


outset for the frank way in which he told us how he 
had made this bird, although he has frequently 
given Out that the Orpington was a better bird than 
the Langshan, a more prolific layer, etc. In fact to 
read his statements one would have been inclined 
to. think that the Orpington made the Langshan and 
not the Langshan the Orpington. 

Mr. Cook has the best proof of the purity and 
ancient pedigree of the Langshan in his own yard, 
namely the Orpington, for of the three breeds used 
in its formation only one is now apparent and that 
7s the Langshan. 

I have often felt proud of the way in which when 
crossed with other breeds the Langshan gives of its 
beauty and intrinsic merits. It is a splendid race, yet 
unscruplous people use its excellent qualities and 
then do their utmost to class it as a second rate 
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fowl, in order to push forward a creation of their 
own bearing the Zanugshan stamp, but which will 
always to the end of time require ‘‘feeding”’ from the 
original stock in order to retain the intrinsic merits 
it has borrowed. My history of the Langshan con- 
tains several illustrations of birds—the hen (page 
76) is from a photograph and therefore cannot be 
charged with being in any way flattered. I have had 
and still have many large birds but none that has 
stood so well for its portrait. I would point out that 
the ‘‘pose’’ at what soldiers call ‘‘attention”’ repre- 
sents the graceful curve in the back to be seen in all 
true Langshans. The hen, page 54, from the pencil 
of that eminent artist Mr. Weir carried her tail hor- 
izontally at the time her portrait was taken, but she 
also had this curve, as indeed all my birds have. 
The cockerel No. 1 aged six months isa son of 


the hen that was photographed and appears in my 


book, the egg was laid whilst she was at the photog- 
raphers and I made him a present of it, and he in 
return presented me with the photograph. 


I think American breeders will scarcely under- 
stand the very hard fight I have had for the Lang- 
shans—it was at first suggested that we had made 
the bird and given it its name, when after years of 
annoyance it became generally known that there 
really was such a place as Langshan, there appeared 
articles in various papers saying what a pity it was 
that the name had always been spelt wrong—on this 
I wrote to China, asking why they had not given me 
the right spelling thereof. One of my correspond- 
ents replied. Send to the agents for the admiralty 
_ charts and get a map of the district this I did but 
when the map arrived J found it was four feet by 
three it had therefore to be greatly reduced to fit 
into my book—but Langshan as I have always spelt 
it, appears there large enough. 

When I published my first edition of the Lang. 
shan fowl the fact that a party of naval officers had 
met with Langshans in more than one place and 
that another naval officer had purchased Langshans 
on the island of Chusan led me to the belief that the 
breed was wide spread—on sending copies of my 
book to China, my friends out there contradicted 
this erroneous idea. One gentleman in the impe- 
rial customs told me he had travelled many thous- 
auds of miles in China and he was sure the Lang- 
shan was not to be found in any part of China besides 
the Langshan district, except by zmportation—he 
added that Chinese words usually have a significa- 
tion—that Lang signified two, and shan hills. 
friends at that time told me that the date of the in- 
troduction of the Langshan to the‘‘outer Barbarians’’

as the Chinese call foreigners was well known—the 
placing of a light ship outside the Langshan cross- 
ing fixed the date to 1862—that the crew of this 
light ship on landing to forage came across these 
black beauties. 

Here in England the egg of the Langshan is 
greatly sought after—its varied and beautiful tints 
rendering it an ornament to the breakfast table, 
several dealers have told me they can command a 
higher price for Langshan eggs than any other that 
appear in the market. I need not inform American 
Langshan fanciers that when the Langshan chick 
emerges from the shell it is parti-colour, the back of 
the nestling is covered with black down and the face 
and breast are a mixture of black, white and the 
different shades of canary. In some the light pre- 
dominate and in others the dark, but there is a ome- 
mess in the brood that speaks for its purity —a 
chicken with reddish brown or one all black should 
be rejected as impure. The skin of the Langshan 
is of the finest texture and what is called the white 
meat is the whitest I know of. 


Before I close these remarks I would like to bear 
testimony to the late Mrs. R. W. Sargent, now that 
the eloquent pen can no longer be wielded. I should 
like to say how true and loyal she was to this noble 
breed and how much I think Langshan breeders in 
the States were indebted to her. She always. pro- 
phesied that the Langshans would in time take a 
great hold on American fanciers and when I looked 
through your last catalogue I felt proud to know 
her words were being amply verified.

Langshan Eggs. 


Few will deny the superior table quali- 
ties of the Langshan. All admit that their 
flesh is tender, juicy and of a rich and de- 
licious flavor. Now it is a well known 
fact that the egg is nothing more or less 
than the ‘‘embyro chick,” aud this prob- 
ably accounts for the many claims made 
that Langshan eggs contain more nourish- 
ment. are more solid, less watery, and are 
superior for cooking, in quality and quan- 
tity, than those of most other breeds. As 
the milk from an Alderny or Guernsey is 
richer and better than that from common 
stock, so it is claimed, and with good rea- 
son, that the egg of the Langshan must, in 
a measure, be richer than the average. 
‘¢ Like begets like.” There are eggs and 
eggs, and that some are richer than others 
is proved by chemical] analysis.

Dear Sir:—One year ago had any one 
offered me a pair of Langshans I would 
not have accepted them as a gift, as | knew 
nothing about them, and didn’t want to; 
but a neice of mine, living in Ohio, offered 
me trio of awful fine black chickens, and 

_by her description I jumped to the conclus- 
that they were Black Javas, a breed I al- 
ways admired but never owned; so | 
wrote her to send them along and in due 
time I received them, and when I took 
them out of the coop—oh! horrors! they 
were those horrid Langshans. You can 
imagine my disappointment. I put them 
back in the coop and gazed at them ; final- 
ly I concluded they did look handsome, 
and as they did not cost me much, I would 
give them a trial before returning. This 
was last December. They commenced 
laying 5 days after I received them and 
they are still at it. These two pullets have 
layed in the neighborhood of 100 eggs each 
(120 days) during the past winter, though 
they have had no such care as they should 
have had, as I have no regular place or 
convenience for keeping them; their nests 
were simply cracker boxes setting out in 
the yard, often filled with snow or cold 


rain, but they would insist on laying day 
after day rain or snow. 

One of the pullets has been broody for 
the past two weeks, but she drops an egg 
a day just they same. I sell their eggs 
now at $2.00 per sitting but cannot begin 
to furnish the natives with what they want. 

I am also struck on the Buff Cochins. I 
have four very fine Buff hens, but each of 
my Langshan pullets has laid almost twice 
as many eggs this winter as all four of the 
Buffs put together, but the Buffs come in 
good play as setters just now. I am not 
in the poultry business, but have always 
kept a few fowls of different breeds. I like 
like the Plymouth Rocks very much, and 
in fact, like most any kind of pure bred 
fowls, but I must say Inever had anything 
to come anywhere near equaling the Lang- 
shans as layers, and if they prove to be a 
good table fowl as I know they must be» 
they are so plump and solid; but even if 
they are not quite as good as the Rocks 
and Cochins I would not part with them. 

I think most people are like me, they do 
not(or I did not)know what Langshans are. 
I believe now they are destined to become 
the leading breed, the ‘* cock of the roost.” 
especially as wznzter layers. 


Well, I must close. I have written a 
long letter for nothing, but my wife says I 
am a crank on poultry. She never wanted 
a chicken about the place except to eat, 
she could always do her share of eating 
them, but if they were around the front 
door or walks there was a racket, and I 
had to get my hair combed for having the 
horrid things around, but since I got this 
pair of Black Langshans, and they have 
dropped us two eggs nearly every day the 
past winter, she has caved in, and now 
even keeps two little motherless chicks un- 
der the kitchen stove nights and has named 
them ‘‘Nip and Tuck,’’ so I guess [ have

her fixed O. K. now, and may venture out 
and keep forty or fifty Langshans another 
winter. Please do not doom the Langshan 


until next winter, then I am in hopes to be 
fixed with as fine a lot as anyone, and if I 
am will join your club.

Read under this head N. B. Dana, 
the veteran breeder’s opinion of their table qualities. 


A Weteran Speaks. 


I think 1 am one of the oldest breeders 
of Langshans in the state. In the spring 
of 1879 I bought eggs from W.S. Hare, 
Orlean, N. Y., paying $10 for eleven eggs 
and sold a trio in the fall for $35. This 
was a fair price for any Langshan thirteen 
years ago. The flock of birds I raised in 
"79 were as fine and true to Langshan shape 
as any I have ever seen since. After one 
has bred this variety for a year or two he 
nearly always sticks to them. ‘They are a 
breed that ‘‘wear well,” are an A No. 1 
fowl for eggs, table and beauty. What 
looks finer on a nice lawn than a thorough- 
bred Langshan? I have three varieties, 
Black, White and Blues, and they look 
beautiful to me. The pure Whites are 
yet very rare, and the Blues cannot be had 
for ‘‘ love or money,’’ and are only seen at 
the largest shows. The large displays of 
Langshans at the shows during the past 
years, might lead one to think that this 
breed was being boomed, but they are not ; 
they don’t need any booming, they can do 
that themselves. The last great show at 
New York was really grand, and the Lang- 
shan classes held the finest specimens to be 
had in the world. Birds from England, 
Canada and the West all vieing for the 
handsome ribbons and prizes. The club 
profiles as adopted will suit the majority of 
the breeders and will be of great assistance 
in teaching beginners the ‘“fancy’’ points. 
The Langshan Club has done and is still 
doing great work for the breed. There 
cannot be too much done for it, as it is 
worthy of all the efforts we can put forth.

Of its origin we have a full history, yet 
we care little for that; that it has become 
one of our thoroughbreds and one of merit 
is the fact we wish to deal with now. We 
have seen with them, as with each and all 
others, it has taken ten years to establish 
them firmly in the confidence of the breeder 
and to have their merits approved by pop- 
ular favor. 


It is now nine years since they were ac- 
cepted by the A. P. A., and a standard 
made for them. It was my province to 
write out a standard for them as a disinter- 
ested party, never having had one or 
owned one. The birds were exhibited at 


Worcester where the standard was made, 


and after the manuscript for their standard 
was accepted I was invited by the breed- 
ers of them (and also by those of the 
Laced Wyandottes) to judge and score the 
fowls. I was, therefore, the first judge in 
America to score these two breeds by a 
standard scale of points. 


In looking over that standard to-day, I 
assert by the use of ten words and the cut- 
ting out of the disqualification for middle 
toe feathering, it would be an absolutely 
just one and better than the one in use. 
The color of a prime Langshan in neck, 
saddle, tail, sickles and coverts, and wing 
coverts and lower web of secondaries is a 
changeable one of dark green and black; 
looking at the plumage at right angles it is 
a soldid black; at an angle of forty-five 
degrees or less, it is a sheeny, glossy dark 
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green. The breast, thighs, primaries, and 
tail proper are a solid black in the perfect 
specimens, less bright and duller in shade 
in the majority of specimens. The reason 
the breast and thighs, primaries and tail 
feathers are free from sheen is that they 
are either constantly in the shade or cov- 
ered from direct exposure to the air and 
light. A dark slate undercolor will be 
found to predominate in the specimens of 
the best surface color. But black and 
dark slate are the colors only that should 
pass uncut by the judge. 


But how many do we see of a rusty 
shade of black, no lustre or green reflec- 
tions, and is it not the truth that these 
birds are most leniently considered by the 
judges. There is another defect that is 
objectionable. Some specimens are actu- 
ally barred with brass bars, or a color akin 
to claret shaded with bronze. We had 
rather see this than a dirty rusty black, for 
this evil creeps into the nice colored spec- 
imens and seems to grow out. of excessive 
lustre or metalic shading, yet it should be 
watched and such males chosen as the 
mate for females that seem to lack in lus- 
tre. The fact that a pullet dull in shad- 
ing shows a marked improvement in the 
plumage of their progeny by such males 
leads us to make the assertion that the evil 
grows out of excessively high color, for dull 
black specimens are never thus marked. 
These males and females having the pure 
black with green reflections free from the 
barring alluded to should be able to prove 
the fact that “ like begets like’’ to a greater 
degree than any other breed extant. Such 
should literally reproduce themselves — 
and being in health and furnished with a 
generous supply of grain, meat and vege- 
table food, with shade they can retire to at 
will, they will do all this. A dull, sooty 
black Langshan no matter what its type, is 
a cull, and no judge is doing justice to the 
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best specimens that in judging gives a 
Langshan the benefit of a doubt in color. 
This should be the rule with any solid- 
colored bird, if we would secure a just 
color discrimination between breeds. 

The neck of a Langshan is longer and 
slimmer than the Brahma or Cochin, there- 
fore is less arched. The term well arched 
is not a good -one—being rather longer 
than medium. We should say more than 
than medium length, slightly yet neatly 
curved, with hackle long and flowing, 
breast while full, has a long oval sweep 
from throat to thighs, which while equally | 
full show less prominence than the Brah- 
ma. This is due to the longer neck and 
long tail plumage, which accompanies it, 
therefore detracts. The back in contra- 
distinction with saddle is exceedingly short 
and flat, and because of it looks very wide 
when hackle is lifted, the saddle being 
more of an inclined plane than a concave 
sweep. The first description ever given, 
we think the best; ‘gently rising from 
back to high upon the tail, while the tail is 
carried in an upright position, but short of 
being a squirrel tail.” This high carriage is 
necessary to secure the fountain tail, so 
called, the long sickles, lesser sickles and 
side hangers gracefully falling in long trails 
over and about the tail proper, almost 
completely hiding the same in the males. 
See dotted lines to rear of male and female. 
Instead of saying the sickles exceeding be- 
yond the tail proper six inches, the term 
falling in trails six inches long at the rear 
of the tail proper would express it literally. 
With the main sickles removed, about four 
feathers of the tail comes prominently to 
view, and with sickles in only a small 
space between them and two sickles shows 
of the tail proper in a pure fountain tailed 
specimen. (The wing, like the Brahma 
is larger than in the Cochin. Artists make 
a mistake when they portray them with 
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“small wings, for they lift themselves in the 
air very readily when frightened.) The 


side hangers on lower part of tail take a 
half turn as they lop about the rear of the 
tail and viewed from the rear show flat to 
the gaze of the inspector. 

Now, the females of this type should all 
show this characteristic, and those that do 
They

perfect. The Langshan breast was never 
seen so prominent as to reach within one 
inch of a drop line from beak to ground at 
its most prominent point, just above the 
point of keel bone. Its breast is farther to 
the rear because of itslonger, slimmer, less 
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arched neck than any other Asiatic. We 
are aware that all pictures are not exact 
measurements in proportion with the orig- 
inal. We have to portray them as they 
look on flat surface ; could we emboss the 
picture we could adhere to exact propor- 
tion. But on a flat surface a pure profile 
presents cut and fowl] in the nearest pro- 
portion and measurement. To get fullness 
and width of breast, we cannot, however, 
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take more license than to even the curye 
of breast up to this drop line; if we do we 
are forced to add fictitious length and 
depth to fluff and rear of tail, to balance 
the picture which is thrown all outside of 
nature’s lines. We have taken this license 
in our cut, but know as herein stated a 
live Langshan never yet showed a breast 
in normal shape that protroduded to meet 
this line described. As they look they are 
as severe a test as nature in the breed can 
stand, as a rule for shape in scoring. But 
no breeder can deny that we find these 
types in nature and that they are desirable 
It is folly to tinker with nature’s best. 
We can only entice nature to be prolific 
with her best; this we do and secure in 


the greater degeee by furnishing to the} 


best we can the conditions all the year 
round so far as we can artificially, the 
foods and conditions of nature’s breeding 
and most prolific months, which are April 
and May for the Middle and New England 
States. The absolute necessity for the 
Club is to agree upon a fixed type and 
standard description for color, and to re- 
vise the weights to, cocks ten and one-half 
pounds, cockerels nine pounds; hens Sev- 
en and one-half pounds, pullets six and 
and one-half pounds. Then declare the 
standard final and unalterable. 

They want to return to the original de- 
scription of shank and foot feathering, to- 
~ wit: Shank and outer toe well feathered, 
to a degree that the outer toe be covered 
from sight. 

The disqualifications should be: shanks 
not feathered down the outside, outer toe 
neither feathered to the end nor well cov- 
ered by the shank plumage. 

It is the height of folly to declare a first- 
class specimen shall be a cull by disquali- 
fying it because no feather grows on the 


toe itself when completely ‘covered by a 
profusion of the shank plumage, for the 


effect and looks are the same as when the 
shank plumage is extended by the feathers 


growing on the end of the toe. 


The points to interest the Langshan 
breeder are:—To secure smaller, firmer, 
evenly serrated combs; sheeny green re- 
flections; fountain tails; and well-feath- 
ed feet. Not to be carried away by one of 
these features which they strive to intensi- 
fy by sacrificing the others. These sky- 


scraping, blunderbuss, Bazoo tail in them 


are more a defect than an excellence. A 
plant out of place is no better than a weed. 
All excellence should be backed by the 
‘* eternal fitness of things.”

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The Langshan Type.

Under this caption, a portion ofan argu- 
ment in which I was concerned, was pub- 
lished in last year’s Langshan catalogue. 
I had no knowledge of the Club’s inten- 
tion to use it, else [ could have made it 
more complete. Asthe information which 
the reader could glean from that excerpt 
was at best only fragmentary, I have 
thought it only fair to all concerned to write 
an additional chapter, which I am better 
able to do since circumstances have favor- 
ed me in securing some sketches, which 
will probably be valuable for comparison. 

In the extract above referred to it willbe 
moticed I proposed to Messrs. Raymond 


| and Sewell that they exhibit some of sive 


best birds of their type at the then-coming 
National show at Charleston, S. C., where 
I would undertake tosecure profiles of them 
and of Eastern birds, by photography. 
Such photos would certainly be valuable 
for comparison, but the ‘*Paragon’’ cham- 
pions declined to accept the test, (see South- 
ern Fancter, Oct. 18g0.) However Mr. 
Raymond, last March, sent me a pen-and- 
ink drawing, made by himself, of which 
he says: ‘‘This picture isa good represen- 
tation, so far as outline is concerned, of a 
cockerel now in my yards and bred by my- 
self; he is what I corisider an ideal Lang- 
shan.”’ I have reduced his drawing by 
photog raphy to preserve the proportions 
with absolute accuracy, and from this 
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reduction the outline which appears as 
Fig. 1, herewith, is traced. 

At the Charleston show, I sketched Mr. 
Ross A. Smith’s second prize cockerel, (a 
bird mot of the Paragon strain), and an 
outline of this bird is shown in figure 2. 
Recently I found in the London Fancéer’s 
Gazette a picture of a pair of Langshans 
made by Mr. Ludlow, accompanying an 
article by MissCroad. The male from this 
picture is shown, reduced, in Fig. 3. The 
female in this picture is almost an exact 
counterpart of the females exhibited by Mr. 
Smith, except that the back is shorter. 

I have reduced the Raymond and Lud- 
low outlines to about the same scale as the 


outline of Mr. Smith’s bird so that 
the comparison can be fairly made 
by all who wish it; as I previously 
stated, a fair comparison cannot be 
made between sketches which vary 
greatly in size. 


In comparing these three outlines 
with the profile in the Philosophy of 
Judging, it should be borne in mind 
that these outlines are not in strict 
profile, and that if they were changed 
to profile view the breasts of each 

- would be reduced in fullness, to a. 
greater or less degree; this is the 
most noticeable difference between a 
profile view and the more or less 
quartering views shown in the out- 
lines given herewith. Like Miss 
Croad, I think the type of Langsh- 

as originally inported from its 
native country, should be adhered 
to as closely as possible. It is a dis- 
tinctive type and whenever fanciers 
attempt to ‘‘improve’’ it, whether by 
cross of Cochin or Game or what- 
not, or by selective breeding for de- 
developement of Certain variations, 
they spoil the type; it could not well be 
otherwise, because no matter how the 
variation from the original type is produced 
it can only be towards some characteristic 
already found in other breeds, since we can 
only aim at what we have seen. In our 


domestic poultry the foundation types are 
few ; the Langshan presents one of those, 
which is a sufficient reason, if no other ex- 
isted, for maintaining it.

FRIEND SMITH :— 


When I promised you that I would try to help 
you out on the catalogue, I little thought you would 
ever think of it again, as there were so many whom 
I knew would be very glad to write, and whom I 
would be very happy to hear from. I have venti- 
lated myself quite freely about Langsbans in sever- 


al poultry journals of this country during the past 


two years, and what I have to say will be confined 
mainly to the past few months. As you well know, 
we keep ten or twelve different breeds and so 
thoroughly convinced have my partner and myself 
been that the Black Langshan is the best all round 
fowl on earth, that we have several times almost de- 
cided that we would close out everything else and 
stick to them exclusively; but a good generous or- 
der for eggs would come in about that time, and 
we would conclude that it was perhaps best to keep 
on with what we have. Another reason is we have 
done quite a little in the way of advertising, (and 
that pays), been to considerable expense to procure 
fine cuts from the best artists, and it really seems 
too bad to throw up such a good trade as we have 
in the standard varieties, and you well know that it 
would be quite a sacrifice, for we feel that we have 
as good as there is, But the time draweth near 
when the O. K. Poultry Yards will be devoted ex- 
clusively to Langshans, because we de/zeve in them. 
During all my experience I have never had chick- 
ens of any breed do as well as my Langshans have 
done this year, and it is our maiden effort with 
brooders (except in a small way). At this writing 
I suppose that we have something like six or seven 
hundred Langshan chicks, all told. They have out- 
stripped everything else that we have in the way of 
growth. True, they do not put on their ‘‘jackets’’ 
quite so early as our B. P. Rocks, yet they are 
quite a little heavier on the average, and it is about 
a neck and neck race between them (Langshans)

They gave our marketmen splendid satisfaction 
last year, so much sothat one of them asked me 
the other day if I was going to have some more of 
those ‘‘Langshams’’ chickens to sell him this fall. 
He said that his customers had asked him several 
times to get more of them.

egg consumers will always pick out the Langshan 
eggs in preference. 

Mr. Byron Potter, an overseer in one of our large 
cotton mills, tells me that he seldom ever ate an 
egg until he purchased some of our Langshans’. 
Since then he has been a regular customer and will 
not eat any other. He says that there is a vast dif- 
ference between these and the dunghill or mon- 
grel variety. 

Once more. Out of some two hundred and fifty 
or three hundred birds, all varieties, our Langshan 
eggs were decidedly the best for size, and the chicks 
the strongest and hardiest of all, and the size of 
these fowls when dressed, is an important factor in 
the recapitulation of the balance sheet.

Black Cochins vs Langshans 


CHARACTERISTICS OF THE TRUE 
LANGSHANS. 
Noticing that some people entertain the 


old idea that Black Cochins and Langshans 
are alike we give the accompanying 
sketches for comparison, and hope they 


The color of shank or skin is another 
difference. The shanks of the Black 
Cochin are a yellowish black, their skin is 
yellow, and they have yellow-bottomed 
feet; while the Langshans have bluish 
black shanks, white skin, and pink bottom- 
ed feet. The Cochin’s leg and toe feather- 


will now see the different characteristics of | Ng is very heavy, covering the middle as 


the two varieties as they stand in their 
purity, not the so-called Langshans_ or 
Black Cochins, which are a mixture of both 
without which there would have been much 
less of this confusion. 

The pure Langshan plumage retains its 
luster long after the pure Black Cochin 
has turned rusty from the rays of the sun. 
Another difference of plumage is that the 
Langshan’s is not excessively fluffy like 
that of the Black Cochin’s, but of that 
closeness which characterises the plumage 
of the Light Brahmas.

The Langshans have larger and fudler 
tatls. ‘The carriage of the Langshan is 
proud and active, that of the Black Cochin 
much less spirited.

The head of the 
Cochin is rather large and longer than that 
of the Langshan, not so arched over the 
eye, and the comb smaller, low in front, 
and rather straight on top of the serrations.

The backs are obviously different—the | also differ very much in bone, t he Lang 


Langshan short and concave, that of the 
Cochin of medium length, witha very large, 
fully-feathered saddle. The fluff of the 
Cochin is extremely full, that of the Lang- 
shan moderate and quiteclose. The wings 
of the Langshan are inclined a little down- 
ward at the points, in rather a strutting 
fashion, and are quite prominent at the 
shoulders; those of the Cochin small and 
much hidden by the fluffy plumage of the 
cushion and fluff. The breast of the Lang 
shan is fuller, deeper and carried farther 
forward than in the Cochin. The Lang- 
shan is very heavily meated on the breast 
with a very moderate amount of offal. 
The Langshan’s thigh joint is very heavil y 
meated, and of sufficient length to enable 
them to carry their large bodies gracefully. 
The Cochin’s carriage, however, being so 
short-legged, is somewhat clumsy. They

Cochin is large-boned ° with thick heavy 
limbs.

JULY NUMBER POULTRY MONTHLY. 

I have often spoken my opinion of a 
Langshan in the breeding yard, whether 
or not he would come up to the standard 
requirements. But never, until the other 
day, could I honestly pass my judgment 
on a Langshan killed, cooked and well 
masticated. As we (the family) had a 
few extra cockerels of this variety, and 
never as yet had one on the table, we 
decided to prove to ourselves whether the 
Langshan was as good a table fowl as it 
was claimed to be or not. Accordingly 
weselected one of the cockerels, about sev- 
en months old, and immediately beheaded 
him; after we had scalded, picked and 
otherwise dressed the fowl, we could not 
help but notice how unusually small the 
offal was—smaller, in fact, than that of any 
other fowl we had ever dressed. After 
being cleaned, the fowl was weighed and 
tipped the scales at six and a half pounds. 
We paid no more attention to the prepa- 
ration until the fowl was cooked and we 
were called to dinner. When we were 
seated, and it was placed before us on the 
table, what a sight met our gaze. There, 
upon the platter, lay the remains of our 
former cockerel, thoroughly cooked and 
well browned. What a nice, plump, well 
filled out body it displayed; so long from 
‘keel’? to the neck, and such tempting, 
well rounded ‘‘drum-sticks ;’?’ how eager 
we all became to taste of him. Now the 
carver commences.

ne came off—almost at the least touch 


of the knife—so tender is the flesh. Now 
notice those nice slices of white meat, and 
such a quantity, from one side alone; look 
at that thigh, almost enough there for a 
meal.

It has been found that a 
good length of limb, especially the thigh 
joint, gives the bird the most stylish car- 
riage, and to round outa bird so built, a 
fair length of feathers about the thighs is 
essential, or he appears angular. Angles

What are they? This is a question that 
is being asked by thousands of the fanciers, 
breeders and farmers of the country. 

I have bred Langshans for the past 13 
years, and have spent time and money in 
importing and perfecting this noble breed 
of fowls ; and I believe I know the charac- 
teristics of them as well as most of the 
breeders. I have made a close and care- 
ful study ot the pure White Langshan as 
well as the so called White Langshans, 
and whatever statement I may make in 
this article will be from what I kzow to be 
facts concerning the pure article. My 
statements may not agree with the ideas of 
some of the old veterans, who have never 
bred a White Langshan in their lives, but 
of this I care nothing. The White Lang- 
shan is here to stay, and it occupies a 
place that zs mot and can not be filled by 
any other breed on the list. 

As to the origin of the Whites, there is 
not and can not be but one answer. They 
came from the Blacks as ‘‘sports.” They 
are found in China, and have been im- 
ported into this country from there. They 
have sported from the Blacks which were 
imported direct from China. They have 
sported from the Blacks that were bred in 
this country direct from imported birds, 
and from birds that never run for a mo- 
ment of their lives with any other than 
pure Langshans. These sports have been 
bred to white birds imported direct from 
China, and by a few honest breeders have 
been kept strictly pure. 

These breeders recognized in this new 
breed the ‘‘ideal’ fowl, the fowl for the 
million. A fowl of large size, extra ta 
ble qualites, hardy constitution, and a 
veritable ‘‘egg machine.’ Of this last 
quality I can not, or rather dare not, tell 
the whole truth, for were I to tell all 


that I know of the egg producing quali- 
ties of the White Langshan, I fear I 
might beaccused of ‘‘stretching the truth.” 
However, I will venture to say this: Up 
to the time I commenced breeding the 
White Langshan, I was fully satisfied that 
the Blacks would lay more eggs in a year 
than any other fowl known, but the 
Whites are better layers than any Blacks 
I ever saw. I am aware that this is a 
strong statement, but it is a fact that I 
can prove by any one who has bred both 
varieties of the pure article. In fact, it 
seems almost incredible that any fowl can 
lay so many eggs as the White Langshan 
does. | 

_Last winter (1890 and ’g1) I had pens 
(10 birds) of White Langshans that for 
weeks at a time gave me as many eggs 
as there were hens in the pens, and this 
with no extra care or feeding. I believe 
that my own experience with the pure 
White Langsban is the same as that of 
others. and that all will agree with me as 
to their laying qualities. 


The White Langshan, like the Black, 
has white skin and beak,  slate-colored 
legs, bottoms of feet pink or flesh-color, 
anda white plumage throughout. [In all 
other points they resemble the Blacks. 


The demand for the Whites has always 
been far ahead of the supply, and high 
prices have been obtained for them, and 
many inferior specimens, as well as im- 
pure ones, have been sold; which, of 
course, has done the breed no good, and 
has caused some to claim that all of the 
White Langshans were mongrels. There 
would be as much reason in saying tnat 
because there are many impure specimens 
of any ‘breed, all were mongrels. If 
buyers are particular to make every breed- 
er prove where his stock comes from, and 
buy nothing of any man who does not 
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prove, to his entire satisfaction, that he 
has the pure article, this impure stock 
will soon be unknown. The pure White 
Langshan will win the race in the end, 
and win on its own merits, and in a few 
years we will see those who are so anx- 
ious to kill the breed now, breediny them, 
as in the case with the Blacks. We know 
of old breeders who have done their best 
in the past 12 or 15 years to kill the Black 
Langshan, and are now breeding them 
and giving them the first place on the list. 

Let each one of us make it a_ special 
point to improve in every possible man- 
ner this new breed, and breed from only 
such specimens as are extra fine, and sell 
only such birds as we would breed from. 

Let us not count the dollars we can 
make on them, but rather let us strive to 
see how near perfection we can breed this 
‘‘best fowl on earth,’?. THE Purge WHITE

These studies from photographs very clearly por- 


tray the characteristic back, and tail especially, © 


which marks the true Langshan. It is a difficult 
tail to produce on such a large bird; so is the close 
feathering which the Langshan possesses, an unus- 
ual feathering for birds of such size; but all who 
have given the matter close study, have noticed 
how much quicker birds of long feathering are to 
mature; also, how much more active and vigorous 
the breeds having long, close and hard feathering 
are than the short, fluffy feathered breeds. 


All are familiar with the side view appearance of 
the Langshan, and have noticed the concave back, 
with its graceful sweep up on to the tail, which is 
so noticeably well spread, but the attention has not 
been heretofore so forcibly directed to that charac- 
teristic of the tail which gives such an apparent 
width to the saddle and coverts, and that peculiarity 
is the width of the tail at its lower sides. This is 
emphatically called for in the wording of the Stand- 
ard, when it reads, ‘‘ Well spread at the base.”’ 


The rear view of the above very plainly illustrates |

this. The standard calls for a good length of tail 
— ‘‘ Sickles**six or more inches beyond the tail 
_proper,’’ which "means a tail about fifteen inches 
long. Few birds have ever attained this length, but 
when reached by a bird carrying a full, upright tail, 
it is an exceedingly attractive feature. These por- 
_ traits show “ Superb II,” as he was at eight months 
| old. ‘‘ Favorite I,’? (the grandsire of ‘* Superb 
| II,’’) possessed, as a cockerel, sickles so stiff as to 
be considered faulty, but as a cock, with the length 
| that came with adult plumage, his tail showed an 
elegance exceptional. The progressive fancier

Do Ilerr when I say 
the Brahmas, Plymouth Rocks and Wyandottes are 
the breeds whose use in this department is 
universal? his being the fact, do I risk anything 
of reputation for truth’ in declaring them the best. 
But this is only half the question, for the egg pro- 
duct is of greater importance than the meat. What 
is the demand of the times if it is not for large, 
dark-shelled eggs ? From what breeds do they come ? 
In this do I err when I say from the Brahmas, the 
Langshans and the Plymouth Rocks? ‘To produce 
alayer of eggs we have to produce a brother of her 
for meat, and you may ask me here in New England 
why I name the Langshan in preference to other 
Asiatics. To which I say, they are the only rival 
the Light Brahma has among the larger breeds as 
producers of large, dark-shelled eggs, so alike that 
no expert can tell them apart. But you say their 
meat is white, and not appreciated in the Boston 
market. Does this prevent you from caponizing all 
the males not desired for thoroughbred purposes, 
and disposing of them in Philadelphia, where as 
capons they demand the largest price ?”’

The White Lang- 
shans are sports 
from the _ Blacks, 
without the faintest 
trace of any foreign 
blood. I say this 
positively, for I 
have bred grandest 
Whites from Blacks 
and also some grand 
Blacks from my 
Whites. The first 
prize Blacks in local 
class at Sussex show 
were bred from my whites. This pair 
surpassed the first-prize winners in the 
open class, and were in fact the grandest 
birds in the show, yet Black Langshan 
sports from White Langshans.

I have seen as true a type of perfection 
in White Langshans as I have in Black, 
having. bred some one hundred and _ fifty 
White Langshans, the majority of which 
were sent to America.

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that he has won at every show he compe- 
ted in.

Ladies are at last beginning to appreciate the 
aesthetic if not the table qualities of the Langshan, 
and the Secretary has it ‘‘ straight from Paris”’ that 
the very latest fashion in ladies’ out-door neckwear 
—boas, mufflers (or whatever you call them), are 
now being extensively made of Lazgshan feathers, 
the soft neck, hackle and saddle feathers and tail 
coverts, with their beautiful shades of metallic green 
and velvety black, setting off the poorest complex- 
ion, besides being warm, soft and light, less expen- 
sive and more showy than furs and plushes. They 
are also used in trimming jackets, and the wings as 
ornaments for hats and bonnets, prices varying con- 
siderably according to lustre, etc., the rich, green 
metallic feathering, with dark undercolor, command- 
ing the highest prices. 
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The Paragon Ideal. 


Trueworth probably approaches nearer the ideal, 
which the originator of the ‘‘Paragon’’ strain had 
in mind than anything he ever before produced. 
The line of Langshans which he called the Goliaths 
he had worked on for some time previous to the first 
introduction of this type. The Goliaths he had 
bred as an ‘‘all round” bird, but the type was too 
ordinary to suit him and to meet the demand for the 
style which he saw was most needed by Langshan

which gives him flowing lines throughout and _per- 
fect balance, this is his long metallic feathering of 
the entire body, giving a very full arched hackle, a 
graceful sweep of back on to the tail which is well 
above the head; thighs and feet are also well cover- 
ed. Trueworth reaches very near this ideal. His 
three previous sires and dams had types pointing

Mr. Sewell comes as nearly to making one to 
satisfy my own personal likings as any of them. 
But I have yet to see as perfect a profile as I have 
seen a perfect Langshan specimen, the living ideal. 
Indeed, I have seen five specimens, three in the 
show rooms and two in the yards, that were better 
in harmony of all their parts taken as a whole than 
any profile I have had the pleasure of seeing. I | 
speak of five—I readily recall so many; I may have 
seen more and venture to say many of the readers 
hearof have also. 

The male ideal to be 
adopted by the American 
Langshan Club in 1891, 
as represented on a Cir- 
cular before me sent by 
the worthy Secretary of 
said club, is deficient, as 
I view it. 

(a)... In- comb, it -is 
front heavy, too beefy 


in front of eye, reaches 
over back too far, has 
too many — serrations 
(Standard cut not ideal), 
is too Leghorny in con- 
tour. 

(b) Neck is too short, 
and too pouchy in front 
of hackle, arches pretty 
strongly. 

(c) Breast is all right 
from point of keel to 
high, but between hack- : 
le meet, and point of keel is pitched too far forward. 

(d) The posterior is not far from correct, but 
the anterior being thrown out of balance by pouter 
breast causes the former to appear deficient. 

(ec) Wing is set on too far back, the point of 
secondaries reaching almost as far back as vent fluff 
extends, the bow should be just a quarter inch 
further toward breast; wing is not large enough for 
the true Langsban. 

(f) Main sickles are too short, and at center of 
curve are not high enough. 

(g) Toes appear to be too beefy. 
(h) The profile is not a decidedly square one. 
Excellencies. (a) Eye has the long upper lid, as 


the proper Langshan expression. (b) Back is ex-

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cellent. I am well aware that some prefer thé back 
a little lower when saddle and sickles meet, a down- 
ward sweep from shell bone to tail, in other words 
—but such a one is not ideal or natural to the best 
bred specimen in nature. It is too true, however, 
that by improper matings, degeneracy of blood 
through inbreeding too strongly, and the forcing of 
isssue at expense of bone structure, we see too 


many specimens in the show room with backs like 
the Black Javas. 


(c) Lesser sickles, saddles, and main tail feathers 
are very good indeed. The tail would appear to be 
carried high, which is easily accounted for by the 
lack of length of neck. If there be one distinguish- 
ing section moré than another that separates the 
Langshan from the black 
Cochin, family it is this 
profuse, highly elevated, 
beautiful tail, when pro- 
perly bred. The scant, 
pinched, drooping apol- 
ogies so often seen, do 
not speak careful breed- 
ing or a knowledge of 
what the correct tail is. 
It is not, though, carried 
so fan-shaped as is the 
Brahma’s tail, not rolled 
as is the Cochin’s, not 
carried lowas the Java’s 
is is essentially Lang- 
shan. 

(d) Length of leg is 
correct. Short thighs 
and shanks belong to 
other than the breed in 
question, although stilti- 
ness of course is, on the 
other hand, to be avoid- 
In frontispiece is the adopted profile of female, 


Upon the whole it is a prettyfairone. (a) Would 
that such combs were more to be seen. Langshans 
as arule have faulty combs and tails. (b) Wing 


again is too small and set too low, (wings too low set 
make the back too oval, where it should be bent). 
(e) In comparison with the male she is not fluffy 
enough, as the female is in nature much more 
fluffy then her liege lord. (d) Tail is good for the 
breeding of good tails on cockerels, but lacks 
smooth finish. I donot think the female tail of the 
Langshan in Philosophy of Judging is quite the 
thing, either, as it is too Brahmaish, but about half 
way between the two as to carriage would be better 
as well as to shape. (e) Breast is too full for an 
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inch under throat where hackle meets. This causes 
wing bow to appear set back too far (wing also 
droops too much at points). (f) Toes are too beefy. 
The long, slim, pointed toes, the upper part of which 
should be intensely black, is, or ought to be, essen- 
tially Langshan. (g) The eye is not nearly so 
good as is the male’s. It is the Black Cochin eye 
strongly. (h) Neck is again too short, and not 
carried forward enough. 
NOTES. 

The prominent distinguishing sections in Lang- 
shans are: 

Color and expression of eyes; length of neck and 
legs; length and profusion of tail; slimness of toes 
and color of feet and skin. In proportion as these 
or any one of them is deficient or Cochin like is 
the absolute purity of blood to be doubted. There 
are other minor sections that also denote Lang- 
shan blood, but the forgoing are most prominent. 

A notable breeder of Black Cochins in the West 
last winter exhibited three females and one male 
out of about a dozen that had pink-white feet, white 
body skin, and Langshan colored eyes. I do not 
believe the breeder sought the mixture, but got it 
through some importation where stock was not pure. 

Three years ago I saw no less than 100 so-called 
Langshans in a Show room. In the Ioo there were 
but six that carried the true Langshan type of eyes, 
tail, wing, feet and skin. All the others were mix- 
tures, half Cochin, half Langshan and half Java. 
(Fanciers need to be on the alert.) Long, slim, stilty 
legs that are so close together as to quite touch at 
hocks are abominable. Short, squatty legs are not 
on good Langshans. Feathers on middle toes must 
go entirely. Low, oval backs show weakness of 
tissue. Pinched sterns and tails belong not to 
Langshans, but Leghorns and Javas. 

Properly put up the Langshan back appears very 
short, and yet it is, upon handling, found to bea 
very long one. The downward slant back is not 
longer, though it appears to be. 

This family carry deep keels, the distance from 
shell bone to lowest point of keel being great. 

No breed known to fanciers are better winter 
layers, in a rigorous climate. Some say the chicks 
are delicate. I never found them other than hardy 
_ and the fastest of growers to broiler age. 

The Eastern and Western types are thought to be 
different ; in fact, they are not.

The Langshan in its Purity. 


Coming, as the Langshan did, from hea- 
then China, little was known of their previ- 
ous history; pleasing to the eye, they cer- 
tainly were ; beyond this they were “strang- 
ers in a strange land”; no one heralded 
their coming, none to tell of the sterling 
qualities we have since discovered they 
possess; a letter addressed to the original 
importer (the late Major Croad) contained 
the following sentence: ‘* The fowls I am 
sending you are very pure, their plumage 
is a bright, glossy black; I am told their 
flesh is excellent ; the Chinese say they are 
allied to the wild turkey. They are valu- 
able birds.’’ Except their own merits, 
the above brief note of introduction was 
all they had to recommend them to the 
tender mercies of the English fanciers, who 
by the way, do not take to new varieties as 
do we on this side of the water. Nosooner 
had the new-comer knocked for admission, 
at the door of the British fancier, than the 
call to arms went forth; and at once the 
forces of the fancy were arrayed against 
them; all sorts of abuse was heaped upon 
their unoffending heads. When shown in 
the Cochin classes, they were laughed at, 
for want of Cochin points; and when 
shown in their proper class they were call- 
ed Cochins. We are told this opposition

came principally from the breeders of Black 
Cochins, who saw in the Langshan a for- 
midable rival threatening their interests. 
Whatever may have been the motives that 
prompted their opponents, the fact remains 
that no efforts were spared to wipe the 
the Langshan out of existence. No breed 
has suffered such bitter opposition, and no 
breed has ever created more enthusiastic 
admirers than the Langshans. Perhaps a 
better idea of the prejudices the Langshan 
has been called upon to live down will be 
obtained by quoting from *‘ The Langshan 
Fowl,” by A. C. Croad—page 53. 

‘¢ To show the uphill work we had at 
‘‘this time, we quote from two _ local 
‘‘papers sent us from Birmingham, after 
‘‘the show of 1879. | One reported the 
“ Langshan to be a capital layer, but a bad 
“table fowl; another, that one of the 
‘¢judges had been heard to say—that the 
‘‘Langshan was a good table fowl, but fit 
‘‘for nothing else.’”? We who know the 
Langshan better, in these later days, can 
add our testimony to these reports as both 
right, as well as both being wrong. For 
whether it be from the sunny climes of 
California, or the extreme nothern Prov- 
inces of Canada, under the varying cli- 
mates and conditions that must necessarily 
take place in so vast a region, the same 
glowing accounts are heard, placing them 
in the front rank, both as a table fowl as 
well as producers of eggs; some of their 
admirers going so far as to back them 
against the non-setting varieties, as egg 
producers. More particularly is this the 
case in the colder countries. The deep, 
full breast with abundance of white,delicate 
meat of the Langshan cockerel has caused 
the visitors at our own table to mistake it 
for a hen turkey. The Langshan first 


found its way to the shores of America 
about the year 1877; from the first they 
appeared to have beeu well received. The 
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American fanciers were not slow to recog- 
nize that in the Langshan they had a new 
and distinct breed hitherto unknown to 
them. At once they began to gain steadily 
in popularity, until today they are ac- 
knowledged to be one of the very best all 
It is 
not to be supposed that the Langshan at- 
tained its high position unopposed or that 


purpose fowls known to the fancy. 


it had a mere walkover in the race for a 
place on this continent; here the gauntlet 
had to berunover again ; unfortunately the 
temptation to cross with other breeds, and 
thus profit by the increasing demand for 
the Langshans proved stronger than the 
desire to maintain their purity with some. 
For this purpose the Black Cochin was 
again brought into use; to such an extent 
was this systematic crossing carried on 
that a few years ago one scarcely knew in 
what direction to look to find the pure, 
unadulterated article. 


To rectify this state of affairs, to save a 


thoroughbred Langshan from becoming a 
thing of the past, to impress upon the 
fancy the fact that the Langshan hasalways 
been the loser when crossed with other 
breeds, to make all familiar with a descrip- 
tion of the pure breed is the aim of the 
‘¢ American Langshan Club.”

The Black Langshan. 


I have bred this grand bird for some three oy 
four years, after having tried two varieties, neither 
of which gave me the satisfaction that I have found 
In the first place, this fowl is a 
hardy one, and seems adapted to any climate. Sec- 
ondly, as to economic qualities, I consider it far 
the superior of most other breeds, and taking into 
consideration the fact that it is but a few years 
since it was first introduced here, know of no other 
that in such a short space of time has impressed it- 
self so thoroughly on the community as a good layer, 
as well as an excellent table bird. I have thor- 
oughly tested both of these qualities to my own 
satisfaction. It is common to find breeds of poultry 
noted for some owe especial excellence, such as Leg- 
horns for laying, the Dorkings for their good table 
qualities, but it is a rare thing to find any one breed 
combining both the qualities that go to make up 
the essentials requisite to establish any variety per- 
manently in public favor. For this reason, if for | 
none other, the Langshan is steadily growing in 
popularity. But there are other reasons, especially 
to the fancier, why the bird has become popular. 
Let one take, for instance, a glance at a well bred 
cockerel in the yards as he stands proudly, with 
head and tail erect, breast thrown well forward, and 
with what we might aptly call a military step and 
air to him. Could any bird look more graceful, 
as he stands with tail feathers, neck hackle and 
saddle glistening in the sun, with the rich sheen of 
color that every shade of iridescent green is capable 
of producing? But there are Langshans and Lang- 
shans, and in my short review of the characteristics 
of this bird, I do not mean to be understood that I 
refer to anything but the bird in his purity. There 
are many that pass for Langshans that cannot be 
characterized as such on account of having a cross 
of either Cochin or Java blood in them. This can 
usually be discovered by yellow feet, or large, coarse 
heads, together with a logy appearance to be found 
only in the Black Cochin. Iam glad to see that in 
the, past year or two the Langshan breeders are 
assimilating to one uniform type, as shown by the 
cuts in the last number of the catalogue. There is 
no question but that a short, concave back in both 
sexes, but especially in the male bird, is one of the 
most desirable features to be attained.

I think 
both male and female too full in front, and that their 
breast should be drawn in a trifle behind the back. 

2d. In my judgment the feathered part of leg in 
both male and female is too long. 

3d. The tail feathers of cock, to my eye, are too 
heavy, but the female is about right; of the pair, the 
female is far more typical of her sex than the cock 
of his; owever, if they are adopted by the American 
Langshan Club, I shall do my best to work ‘‘ the 
beauties’ to that type 

In my estimation the profiles are the best that 
have yet been offered, and in fact are about as good 
as Mr. Sewell has ever produced. 

There seems to be nothing exaggerated or out of 
proportion, as is the case with some of the cuts 
which have appeared in the poultry press. They 
are good representatious of ideal Langshans and 
contain lines of beauty and form which are possible 
of attainment. They are the result of careful com- 
parisons of the best living specimens and could not 
be derived from a better source. 

It is obvious that the American Langshan Club 


should agree on something and adopt it as a guide 
and model to assist in breeding to uniform types. 

I think that if each member would consider these 
profiles impartially, he would conclude that they | 
are excellent for ideals. | 

We should not condemn them because they do 
not correspond to a greater portion of our own 
specimens. We might not have the right idea. I 
for one cannot honestly state that at present more 
than one-half of my own flock is identical with these 
illustrations. This may appear detrimental to my 
mode of breeding. But when you think of it, if all 
the breeders of Langshans could say as much, it 
would only be a question of one or two seasons 
when Langshans in general would have attained a 
much higher standard.

I mated a White Langshan cock with a Brown 
Leghorn hen and every chick was Jd/ack, legs well 
feathered, plumage gvod, but ear-lobes_ white. 
Again, I mated a White Langshan cock with a 
Black Langshan hen; every chick was d/ack, not a 
white feather in one of them.

Langshans in Kansas. 


My experience in this breed for the past five years 
is that the Langshan is the fowl for Kansas. Our 
climate seems to suit it much better than any other 
variety I have ever tried, and I have tested several 
of them, and today I am confident that this bird is 
advancing ahead of all other varieties, Indian Games 
not excepted. Plymouth Rocks are a mainstay 
with our people, and one of our judges, with a na- 
tional reputation, will, | think, at no distant day» 
breed Langshans only in place of Plymouth Rocks. 
The diseases of this locality are few. I never have 
trouble with gapes. Have never had one case of 
roup, and only three or four cases of cholera. Our 
worst enemies are lice and bed-bugs. The Kansas 
bed-bug seems to be fond of the chicken house and 
requires attention. Rats and skunks come next, 
if allowed full liberty to the poultry houses. But 
Kansas will wind up loaded with Langshans.

WHAT THE VETERAN BREEDERS SAY. 


G. W. Strout, Rose Hill, lowa, observes: Iam 
at present breeding Light Brahmas, Plymouth Rocks, 
-Wyandottes and Langshans, and find that the Lang- 
shans have done better than any of the others. 
My Langshan hens have averaged 62 eggs each 
from March Ist to July ist; when broody they are 
very easily broken, seldom remaining over Io days, 
until they commence to lay again.

In most breeds there is tendency to coarseness and 
to lay on fat, and after they are a year old they do 
not make a palatable dish, but the fine, thin skin 
and delicate flavor of the Langshan makes them a 
choice /ad/e fowl at any age, and they are extra good 
earlys, too. 


I find the qualities of Langshans as compared 
with White Plymouth Rocks and Wyandottes as fol- 
lows: For hardiness, Langshans first, Plymouth 
Rocks second, Wyandottes third; for table quali- 
ties when partly grown, Wyandottes first, Langshans 
second, Plymouth Rocks third; for laying, I consid- 
er these varieties about equal, but they must have 
unlimited range if good results are expected from 
them. Many breeders confine their birds too much; 
the consequence is they lay but poorly and but few 
of the eggs are fertile; another mistake is having too 
few hens with a vigorous male; twenty will do better 
than eight. I have tested this with good results

Plymouth Rocks, Langshans, Dom- 
iniques. 

I commenced last February with three breeding 
yards: nine Plymouth Rocks, ten American Dom- 
iniques, and a small yard of five pure Black Lang- 
shan females. All three yards had the same care, 
attention and feeding. I kepta daily record of. 
eggs from each yard, and found that the five Lang- 
shans laid almost as many eggs as the ten hens in 
each of my other two yard, as follows: Five Lang- 
shans laid 289 eggs, average 58 eggs each; nine Ply- 
mouth Rocks laid 298 eggs, average 34 eggs each; 
ten Dominicks laid 363 eggs, average 36 eggs each. 
The above record was from February 11th to May 
I5th, eighty-eight days; during May and June they 
have done much better. I have raised over sixty 
Black Langshan chicks, little beauties; also ten odd 
Dominiques, and only lost 17 chicks, which speaks 
well for their hardiness, as I am only a novice at the 
business. Next season I shall keep only Langshans, 
and perhaps the Dominiques.

Chinese Types. 


Probably no other breed can show such 
a variety of types, such a difference in 
shape, weight and size, as the Langshan 
—yet all bearing the distinctly Langshan 
stamp. 

Having a curiosity to know and see 
just what the ‘‘original heathen Chinese 
Langshan’’ looked like in his native state, 
I made arrangements to secure birds direct 
from the Langshan country. The first lot 
came last year, five hens, but the male 
died before reaching New York. On July 
9g, 1891, we received our second consign- 
ment, a cock and five hens. 

The cock was grand in shape and size, 
fine gloss, perfect toe feathering, and in 
style resembled I. K. Felch’s outline, ex- 
cept he had the largest, longest flowing 
tail I ever saw on a Langshan. The long 
sickles flopped like ribbons in the wind. 
He would have been a grand bird were it 
not for a miserably lopped and_ folded 
comb, making him worthless for breeding 
purposes. The hens were all of good 
size, fair style, but had the *‘Chinese eye’’ 
(black centre, with red or yellow circle 
around it). 

On August 29, 1891, we received two 
more crates, two males and six females. 
One of the cocks is a chunky little fellow, 
short on legs, short, dome slanting back, 
fan-shaped, squirrel tail, and poor comb— 
might score seventy points if in good con- 
dition. The other is at least three to four 
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inches taller, a big, gawky fellow, with 
long neck and long legs, long back and 
low tail, just the opposite of the other two. 
The hens run more even, and although all 
differ slightly in shape, size, comb, etc., 
they are undoubtedly pure Langsbans, and 
could not be told from any of our domestic 
bred birds. I have come to the conclu- 
sion that there are as many different types 
of Langshans in China today as here, if not 
more. No two of our importations have 
been exactly alike. That being the case, 
no particular style or strain can be consid- 
ered as ‘*the only genuine correct type,’ 
and it now remains for the American 
Langshan Club to select and adopt the 
most popular and uniform type and stand- 
ard, for all breeders to assist in developing 
unity out of chaos, and beauty out of va-

Why Bro. Search Got Left. 


Mr. SecretTary—Dear Sir: Your let- 
ter received and contents noted. In reply 
would say I still have Langshans, and good 
ones, too. I took the ones I got from you 
to the big poultry show at Peoria last fall 
and had them scored. They did very well, 
considering I am an amateur, and could 
not ‘fix them up for showing,”’ as some 
can. There is too much sleight-of-hand 
work about it for an amateur to stand any 
chance at poultry shows. It is not always 
the best that wins. The winners are the 
ones that are doctored the best. One of 
the officers of the show gave me a few 
pointers, as follows: 

If your bird has light-colored bottoms 
touch them up with red ink. Pick out all 
white specks in the plumage. Trim the 
combs so they will grow out properly, and 
several other pointers. Now, I have no 
time or desire to rub and groom my birds 
like a horse, and polish their toe nails, and

train them to pose. My birds went to the 
show room just as nature made them and 
I will never show them otherwise. I wish 
we could have good, square, honest shows ; 
then I should go the length of my string, 
advertise, breed show birds, etc. Asit is, 
I think amateurs better have their own 
shows, and shut out the big fanciers, or 
keep their hands on their pocket-books, 
stay away from poultry shows and eat. 
their prize cockerels.

My Experience with 
Langshans. 


This is my third year as a breeder of 
I am entirely satisfied with the 
variety. From the most beautiful ofdowny 
chickenhood to a grand maturity they are 
‘‘a thing of beauty”’ and not only a joy, but 
a satisfaction forever. I do not believe 
that in all of the poultry world a more 
beautiful or stately fowl can be found. 
They are the center of attraction and the 
admiration of every visitor; their beauty, 
after all, is but secondary when we con- 
sider their utility. 

I am in the poultry business not only 
because I thoroughly enjoy it, but because 
to a certain extent it is myliving. Ibreed 
only the best egg producing varieties and 
cannot afford to keep merely fancy stock. 
I must keep birds that will make the largest 
returns for their value and cost of feed. 

During the past season I have bred 
Langshans, Plymouth Rocks, Minorcas 
and Leghorns. As layers, the Minorcas 
are a little ahead of the Langshans in 
number of eggs laid, but for size and rich- 
ness the Langshan egg is far ahead, and 
even in this section, where the favorite 
market egg is white, my best customers 
prefer the beautiful pink-tinted egg of the

about twenty-five per cent. ahead of the Ply- 
mouth Rocks. 
makes them especially valuable as winter 


layers; they don’t appear to mind the cold. 


weather, and shell out their eggs when all 
of the other hens are frozen up, and when 
eggs sell for the highest prices. 

As sitters and mothers they are unsur- 
passed, quiet and docile in disposition, 
willing to set where I want them to. Two 
hens brought off their broods this morning ; 
they each had fifteen eggs and hatched re- 
spectively 12 and 13 chicks. As they are 
very careful and less ‘‘fussy’’ than most 
hens, they rarely break an egg while set- 
ting, which renders a good hatch almost a 
certainty, if the eggs are all right in the 
beginning. The only fault that I can find 
with them as mothers, is their liability to 
lay too soon; I have had them begin to lay 
when their chicks were not more than ¢wo 
weeks old, yet they have never deserted 
their chicks until they were large enough 
to scratch for themselves. 

For table use we prefer them to any 


other variety ; the bones are small compar- | 
ed with other large varieties and the meat | 


is simply delicious. A five months’ cockerel |

always has eggs; and the Mottled Lang- 


roasted is a dish fit fora king. 

Last but not least they are small eaters. 
I find that they do as well on one-third less 
grain than is necessary to keep my Ply-

I have about seventeen distinct breeds 
under my charge as superintendent of the 
Fordhook Farm, each and all of them the 
very best: varieties for table fowls and layers. 
Still it is only fair to the lordly Langshan 
to give him his merits, and to say that the 
Langshans are my own choice for domestic 
purposes. In the first place I like the 
breed for their fine, showy appearance, to 
which both the lustrous plumage and proud 
carriage contributes. I also think that they 
excel any other breed in fine ¢adle guality, 
combining large size and broad, heavy 
breast and thighs, with delicacy and tender- 
ness of flesh. Having purchased an in- 
cubator, brooders, etc., this spring, I am

The handsome appearance of the Lang- 
shan will always be a strong point in its 
favor and have great advantage over a 
white or penciled breed for small, confined 
yards where it is impossible to keepa good 
sod. Again the Langshan is the only 
black plumaged chickens that lays a pink 
or brown shelled egg, that I am familiar 
with, and such eggs are generally preferred 
here.

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REVISED RULES 


OF THE 


American Langshan Club 


Submitted by the Committee to be acted upon at the next annual meeting. 


I. That a poultry club be and is hereby established, to 
be called and known by the name of THr AMERICAN LANG- 
SHAN CLUB. 

II. That the object and purpose of this Club is the hon- 
orable protection and extended cultivation of the LANG- 
SHAN FowL, as introduced from Langshan, China, into 
England in 1872, and from thence into the United States 
in 1878, as well as to protect, by co-operation, theinterests 
of the breeders of this most useful fowl. 

III. That this club recognize in the White Langshan, a 
meritorious variety and recomend they shall compete on 
the same footing with the Blacks. 

IV. That to promote the above objects as many and 
as liberal prizes as the funds will permit be offered for the 
competition of the members of the Club at such leading 
shows as the Executive Committee may determine, and 
that a notification of such shows be sent to each member. 

V. That the management and direction of the Club 
shall be vested in the following permanent officers (who 
shall be ex-offico members of the Executive Committee, ) 
viz: President, five Vice Presidents, Secretary and Treas- 
urer, and an Executive Committee of six members, all of 
whom shall retire annually, but be eligible for re-election. 
Three members of the Executive Committee shall be nec- 
essary to form a quorum for the transaction of business, 
and the actions of said Executive Committee shall besub- 
ject to approval or rejection by members of the Club, who 
may vote by proxy if necessary. 

VI. That the power of admitting members at any time 
other than at the annual meeting shall be vested in the 
Executive Committee, and shall be by ballot; two adverse 
votes to exclude. 

VII. That the annual membership fee shall be two dol- 
lars, payable to the Secretary at the time of election, and 
two dollars thereafter shall be due and payable on the 
first day of January of each and every year, and upon the 
failure to pay for three months after the same shall be- 
come due and payable, and after receiving due notice, such 
member in arrears shall be considered suspended for non- 
payment, and his or her name erased from the Register 
of Members, which said Register shall be kept by the Sec- 
retary and shall be the record of the membership of the 
Club. | 

VIII. Any person may become a life member, subject 
to Rule V, upon the payment of the sum of Five Dollars 
at the time of joining the Club, or at any time after be- 
coming a member, but such sum shall not include any 


previous amounts paid. 

IX. That any member who, in the opinion of the Ex, 
ecutive Committee, behaves dishonorably, may beexpelled 
by a two-thirds vote of said committee, but not until such 
member has had an opportunity to defend himself. 

X. That any member who shall be accused and con- 
victed of breeding cross bred birds as Langshans shall be 
dealt with as provided in Section IX of these rules. 

XI. The certificates of membership be signed by the 
President and Secretary, and supplied to the members as 
vouchers of the same. 

XII. That new members be supplied with a copy of 
these Rules and sign a paper expressing their willingness 
to abide by the same. 

XIII. That members in good standing only shall be 
eligible to compete for Club prizes. 

AIV. That members wishing to compete for Club prizes 
do enter their names and pay their fees, etc., through the 
Secretary. 

XV. That non-members of the Club who shall offer 
special prizes (of not less than fifteen dollars in value,) 
for competition by members, shall be entered in the Reg- 
ister as Patrons of this Club. : 

XVI. That one meeting be held yearly, to be called the 
‘Annual Meeting,’ for the election of officers, passing of 
accounts, ete., the date and place shall be at the time and 
place of the Annual Meeting of the A. P. A. 

XVII. That the Secretary is hereby authorized to call 
a special meeting at any time, should an emergency re- 
quire such meeting. 

AVI. That the Secretary shall. have published and 
distributed annually a fall catalogue of the Club. 

XIX. That the Secretary shall enter in a book the 
minutes of all committee or other meetings, together with 
the names of the members attending the same. 

XX, That no alteration shall be madein any Rule of 
the Club, exeept at the annual meeting. 

XXI. That members of the Executive Committee be 
permitted to. vote by proxy, on forms provided for the 
purpose. . 

XXII. That a report of all the meetings and proceed- 
ings of the Club be prepared by the Secretary, and sent 
to the poultry papers for publication.
